THE 


Annapolis, Md., Xay 2.—In 
the 


pretence 
of the 
preaident of the 


United States and before the grad- 
uating class of the United States 
naval academy. 
Admiral Sampson 


today was Isnded as "ths hero of the 
battle of Santlsgo," as Dewey had 
been the hero of the battle of Xanila. 


Th* occasion was the presentation 


of diplomas by President Roosevelt 
to the graduating cadets and Admiral 
Sampson's eulogist wss Dr. Oeorge 
T. Winston, a member of the board of 
visitors. Tht preaident congratu- 
lated tb* orator upon his address. 


Tht epecial train 
conveying the 


president tnd party to Annapolis to 
attend the graduating exercises of 
tht naval academy arrived her* at 
0:43 o'clock this morning over the 
Pennsylvania 
railroad. 
With the 


president were Xlst Roosevelt, Com- 
mander and Xrs, Cowles, Secretary 
Cortelyou, Representative Foes, of 
Illinois, chairman of the house com- 
mittee on naval affairt; Representa- 
tive Burton, of Ohio; 
Lieut. Com- 


mander Von Rcbenr Pttchwltz. of 
the Oerman embassy; 
Lieut. Com- 


mander D* Ftramond 
de Lafajole, 


the naval attache of the French em- 
bassy, and 
Dr. John T. Urle. the 


president'* physician. 


RBTIIWXD THE CADETS. 


The pretldent reviewed the cadets 


on the campus, looking each man 
squarely In the face 
as he passed 


along ths line. A salute waa fired 
by the short batteries as this waa 
going on. 


The exercises 
took place in the 


chapel. The president wss escorted 
down th* title by Commander Wain- 
Wright, superintendent of the acad- 
emy, t* a place on the platform. 


Commander Walnwrlght then in- 


troduced Dr. Oeorge T. Wlnaton, a 
member of the board of visitors, who 
delivered a ahort address, in which 
hs spoke of ths navy as being the 
most Important factor In the coun- 
try's history. 
He was loudly ap- 


plauded when he referred to Dewey 
as the hero of Xanila and Sampson 
the hero of Santiago, and at the con- 
clusion of his remarks waa congrat 
nlated by the president. 


A great crowd gathered around the 


grand stand where the cadets were 
to receive at the hands of the presi- 
dent the diplomas which would make

th»te mutt be the two prime objects 
of your training, both for youraelvel 
and for the men under you." 


At the conclusion of his addrtta 


and the distribution of the diplomas 
the pretldent requested that he be 
taken to the hospital, where Cadet

President Boosevelt then addressed 


them, his remarks being frequently 
interrupted by applause.

carry henceforth the 
ever-present 


ssnse of responsibility which must 
come with the knowledge that on 
some tremendous day it may depend 
upon your courage, your prepared- 
ness, your keen intelligence, 
and 


knowledge 
of 
your 
profession 


whether or n«t the nation is again 
to write her name on the world's roll 
of honor or to know the black shame 
of defeat. 
We all of us earnestly 


hope that the occasion -for war may 
n«ver come, but if it h>s to come 
then this nation must win, and the 
prime factor In securing victory over 
any foreign foe must of necessity be 
the United States navy. If the navy 
falls us, then we are doomed to de- 
feat, no matter what may be our 
material wealth or the high average 
of our citizenship. 


-It should, therefore, be an object 


of prime importance for every pat- 
riotic American to se* that the navy 
la constantly built up. and above all 
that It la kept to the highest point 
of efficiency both in material and in 
personnel. 
It cannot be too often 


repeated that In modem war, and 
especially in modern naval war, the 
chief factor in achieving triumph is 
what haa been done in the way o 
thorough preparation and training 
before the beginning of the war.
